TIMBERS AND GRAZING BILLS

Senator Fulton Opening the Eyes of
Eastern Men on Relative, Produc-
tive Values —Hard Fight
Anticipated,

ASTORIAN BUREAU, WASHING-
TON, Feb, 17.—~Between the two gov-
ernment purposes of holding grazing
land as public domain until taken by
homestenders, and the declared policy
of preventing timber lands from being
acquired by private interests in any
manner, Orvegon is threatened by a
more radical reversal of old conditions
than by any other event of recent years,
To both of these propositions the Fod
eral administration is corumitted, Both
ure yet in the committes stuge, where
the contest for and against has been
wiged, but the time scems near when
perhaps both will be opan questions be-
fore the House and Senate.

The first assured general digseussion is
timber land. The Senate Committee on
ublie Lands had shown its purpose of
repedling the present law by which land
may be taken for its timber, and pre-
venting  homestead entries of such.
Such progress as the policy has made
in committee has been strenunously op
posed by Senator Fuolton, of Oregon.
He has contended that in the Pacific
Const country there are vast aveas of
timber fand, which, although the most
valuable of all existing forests, will e
of far greater value when reclaimed to
agriculture, as will be the case if the
nulral course of development is not
thwarted.

In connection with this argument,
Senator Fulton has produced figures on
what forest land will yield to any com-
munity, which are opening the eyes of
many Easterners. He has ghown that
the average annual yield per acre of the
Yellow Pine region of Eastern Oregon
in not to exceed ten or fifteen cents,
assuming that reforestation of commer-
cinl timber may be accomplished in 50
voars, The average in Western Oregon
will now be put little above 30 cents
per acre, taking the same period for
reforestation, and the very hest Ore-
gon timber land cannot be expected to
produce more than $1.00 to $1.10 a year
